WOMEN 

Silber:  Considers  abortion  "homi- 
cide" but  said  he  would  be  a  "pro- 
choice  governor"  because  society 
cannot  reach  an  agreement  on  the 
issue.  Opposes  the  proposed  con- 
stitutional amendment  because  it 
would  allow  late  abortions  in  some 
cases.  Supports  the  current  paren- 
tal consent  law. 

Weld:  Supports  the  proposed  con- 
stitutional amendment  and  public 
funding  for  abortion  (after  initial 
opposition  to  public  funding). 
Supports  liberalizing  current  law 
to  give  minors  access  to  abortion 
with  the  consent  of  just  one  parent 

CRIME 

Silber:  Favors  converting  mili- 
tary bases  and  other  surplus  prop- 
erties into  "prison  schools"  with 
rehabilitation  as  a  goal.  Opposes 
theNewBraintreeas  an  expensive 
"Taj  Mahal"  prison.  Once  opposed 
the  death  penalty  but  now  says  he 
would  impose  it  for  drug  kingpins 
and  terrorists.  Favors  a  two 
week  waiting  period  for  the  pur- 
chase of  firearms. 

Weld:  Has  pledged  to  abolish  pa- 
role for  violent  offenders  and  w  ants 
to  toughen  prison  stays,  saying 
inmates  should  not  be  allowed  to 
view  television  and  should  be 
"reintroduced  to  the  joys  of  bust- 
ing rocks."  Would  expand  prison 
capacity  using  armories  and  mili- 
tary bases.  Supports  the  death 
penalty. 

ENVIRONMENT 

Silber:  Opposes  secondary  treat- 
ment for  the  cleanup  of  Boston 
Harbor,  proposing  an  advanced 
primary  treatment  plant  and  repair 
of  the  combined  sewer  overflow 
system.  Opposes  California  auto 
emissions  standards  as  an  unfair 
burden  on  Massachusetts  alone. 
Believes  goal  requiring  state  prod- 
ucts be  made  of  50  percent  re- 
cycled material  by  the 
year  2000  is  unrealistic.  • 

Weld:  Supports  newly  created 
Cape  Cod  Commission  to  limit 
development  on  the  Cape.  An 
original  sponsor  of  recycling  legis- 
lation that  would  require  50  per- 
cent of  state  products  be  made  of 
recycled  materials  over  the  next 
six  years.  Supports  secondary  treat- 
ment order  for  Boston  Harbor  but 
would  prefer  a  cheaper  alternative 
if  one  could  be  developed. 

HEALTHCARE 

Silber:  Would  work  for  repeal  of 
the  universal  health  care  law  as  a 
burdensome  mandate  on  business. 


Would  reduce  Medicaid  costs  by 
requiring  out-  of -pocket  contri- 
butions from  clients  and  reducing 
benefits.  Has saidthathealth care 
is  being  rationed  and  would  prefer 
that  public  dollars  be  spent  on 
preventative  care  on  the  young 
rather  than  on  life-sustaining  care 
for  the  old. 

Weld:  Would  establish  six-month 
residency  requirement  for  Medi- 
caideligibility  for  thepoor.  Would 
reduce  costs  by  enforcing  rules 
barring  elders  from  shifting  their 
assets  to  relatives  to  qualify  ear- 
lier for  Medicaid  coverage  in 
nursing  homes.  Supports  no-fault 
health  insurance  program  that 
could  reduce  malpractice  claims 
and  costs  of  insurance  for  doctors. 

HOUSING 

Silber:  Opposes  rent  control  be- 
cause he  says  it  contributes  to 
high  housing  costs  by  removing 
units  from  the  market-rate  pool. 
Would  pressure  local  govern- 
ments to  remove  zoning  obstacles 
to  the  creation  of  more  housing. 
Would  alleviate  homeless  prob- 
lem by  reopening  state  mental 
hospitals  and  providing  more  drug 
and  alcohol  treatment. 

Weld:  Would  use  state  funds  to 
guarantee  the  mortgages  for  first- 
time  home  owners.  Hopes  to 
persuade  cities  and  towns  to  apply 
a  means  test  for  rent  control  in 
order  to  free  up  more  controlled 
units  for  low-income  and  elderly 
residents.  Would  offer  state  in- 
centives to  suburban  towns  for 
accepting  subsidized  housing  de- 
velopments. Wants  to  explore 
ways  to  use  surplus  state-owned 
land  for  housing. 

TRANSPORTATION 

Silber:  Supports  creation  of  a 
massive  number  of  new  parking 
spaces  on  the  perimeter  of  Bos- 
ton, linked  to  the  city  by  mass 
transit,  and  would  ban  all  but  buses 
and  taxis  in  some  areas  of  down- 
town. Supports  Third  Harbor 
Tunnel/Central  Artery  project. 
Does  not  see  the  necessity  for  a 
second  major  airport. 

Weld:  Has  proposed  an  elevated 
monorail  looping  through  down- 
town Boston  similar  to  one  in 
Miami.  Supports  restoration  of 
the  Old  Colony  commuter  rail- 
road, but  has  not  been  able  to 
describe  locations  of  routes  or 
stations.  Supports  Third  Harbor 
Tunnel/Central  Artery  project 

HUMAN  SERVICES 

Silber:  Has  proposed  a  universal 
preschool  program  for  all  chil- 
dren beginning  at  age  three. 
Would  allow  welfare  recipients  to 
keep  more  of  their  paychecks  if 
they  get  jobs.    Opposes  family 


leave  policy.  Opposes  distribut- 
ing condoms  in  school. 

Weld:  Supports  a  cost  of  living 
increase  for  welfare  recipients, 
with  tougher  eligibility.  Supports 
mandatory  workf  are,  with  excep- 
tions for  families  with  very  young 
children.  Would  impose  a  one- 
year  residency  requirement  for 
welfare.  Supports  a  federal  fam- 
ily leave  act  Supports  distribu- 
tion of  condoms  in  school-based 
clinics,  at  local  option.  Supports 
a  child  care  linkage  bill. 

EDUCATION 

Silber:  Seeks  to  cut  regulatory 
bureaucracy  and  what  he  calls 
"stifling"regulations  in  the  class- 
room and  would  increase  deci- 
sion-making by  teachers.  Would 
introduce  student  competency 
testing  and  reduce  state  aid  to  any 
school  system  in  which  a  certain 
percentage  of  students  fail  the 
exam  two  years  in  a  row.  Would 
put  the  Boston  Public  Schools  in 
receivership. 

Weld:  Strongly  supports  school 
choice  for  public  schools  and  a 
voucher  system  for  parents  who 
opt  to  send  their  children  to  pri- 
vate schools.  Favors  a  longer 
school  year,  early  retirement  in- 
centives for  teachers  and  a  looser 
teacher  certification  process. 
Would  tighten  eligibility  for  stu- 
dents receiving  special  education 
funds. 

CTVIL  RIGHTS 

Silber:  Advocates  enacting  alaw 
guaranteeing  a  portion  of  state 
contracts  to  minorities.  Supports 
gay  rights  bill.  Believes  bilingual 
education  should  be  intensified  in 
school.  Has  said  the  death  penalty 
is  "racist"  in  application  but  has 
advocated  its  use  in  limited  cir- 
cumstances. 

Weld:  Opposed  passage  of  the 
gay  rights  bill  outlawing  discrimi- 
nation based  on  sexual  prefer- 
ences, but  said  he  would  not  work 
for  its  repeal.  Supports  condom 
distribution  in  public  schools  with 
local  option.  Withholds  judgment 
on  the  state's  minority  set-aside 
program  for  state  contracts. 

TAXES 
Silber:  Opposes  tax  roll  back  pe- 
tition sponsored  by  Citizens  for 
Limited  Taxation.  Wants  a  "pump 
priming"  for  the  economy  by  in- 
creasing the  gasoline  tax  and  dedi- 
cating the  revenues  to  construc- 
tion projects  that  will  create  jobs. 
Would  bring  cost  of  doing  busi- 
ness into  line  with  competing 
states.  Would  eliminate  the  capi- 
tal gains  tax  for  new  businesses.

Question  1:  Proposed  Amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution  Abol- 
ishing the  State  Census 

Do  you  approve  of  the  adop- 
tion of  an  amendment  to  the 
constitution  summarized  below, 
which  was  approved  by  the  Gen- 
eral Court  in  joint  sessions  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  and  the 
Senate  on  December  17,1 987  by  a 
vote  of  180  to  6  and  on  June  11, 
1990  by  a  vote  of  186  to  6? 

Summary:  The  proposed  con- 
stitutional amendment  would  re- 
peal the  constitutional  provision 
that  a  state  census  be  taken  and 
used  as  the  basis  for  determining 
state  representative,  senatorial  and 
councillor  districts.  The  proposed 
constitutional  amendment  would 
provide  that  the  federal  census  be 
the  basis  for  determining  such 
districts. 

WHAT  YOUR  VOTE  WILL  DO: 

A  YES  vote  would  change  the 

state  constitution  to  abolish  the 

state  census,  and  to  substitute  the 
federal  census  as  the  basis  for  state 
redistricting. 

A  NO  vote  would  leave  the 
state  constitution  unchanged,  thus 
continuing  the  state  census  and  its 
use  as  the  basis  for  redistricting. 

Question  2:  Law  Proposed  by 
Initiative  Petition  Restricting  use 
of  State  Consultants 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  sum- 
marized below,  on  which  no  vote 
was  taken  by  the  Senate  or  House 
of  Representatives  before  May  2, 
1990? 

Summary:  The  proposed  law 
would  place  restrictions  on  the 
State'suseof  consultants.  It  would 
place  various  limits  on  the  amount 
of  profit,  overhead  charges  and 
expenses  that  the  state  could  pay 
consultants.  It  would  limit  the 
duration  of  consultant  contracts  to 
twoyears  and  any  extension  to  one 
year,  and  it  would  limit  the  degree 
too  which  such  contracts  could  be 
changed  to  require  payments  in 
excess  of  the  original  contract.  The 
proposed  law  would  limit  to 
$100,000  the  amount  the  State 
could  pay  on  a  consultant  contract 
with  an  individual  and  would  re- 
quire all  other  consultants  in  ex- 
cess of  $25,000  to  be  sought 
through  competitive  bidding.  It 
would  prohibit  consultants  from 
supervising  State  employees,  and 
would  limit  the  use  of  consultants 
as  substitutes  for  State  employee 
positions. 

In  addition,  the  proposed  law 
would  place  limits  on  the  total 
amount  of  money  State  agencies. 


departments  and  Authorities 
could  spend  on  consultants  each 
year.  Subsidiary  provisions 
would  also  establish  a  method  for 
these  entries  to  gradually  come 
into  compliance  with  the  new 
spending  limits  and  would  give 
authority  to  the  State  Secretary  of 
Administration  and  Finance,  on 
request  to  permit  some  spending 
in  excess  of  the  new  limits.  The 
proposed  law  would  also  require 
state  agencies,  departments  and 
Authorities  as  well  as  the  Secre- 
tary of  Administration  and  Fi- 
nance to  submit  yearly  reports 
concerning  the  State's  consultant 
contracts  to  certain  legislative 
committees  and  to  the  Inspector 
General. 

Finally,  the  proposed  law  pro- 
vides that  any  of  its  provisions,  if 
found  by  a  court  to  be  unconstitu- 
tional or  otherwise  unlawful 
would  be  severed  from  the  law 

and    the    remaining    provisions 

would  continue  in  effect.

A  YES  vote  would  establish 
the  proposed  restrictions  on  the 
state  government's  use  of  con- 
sultants. 

A  NO  vote  would  not  estab- 
lish the  proposed  restrictions  on 
the  state  government's  use  of  con- 
sultants. 

Question  three:  Law  Proposed 
by  Initiative  Petition  Changing 
Laws  Concerning  State  Taxes 
and  Fees 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law 
summarized  below,  on  which  no 
vote  was  taken  by  the  Senate  or 
House  of  Representatives  before 
May  2, 1990? 

Summary:  The  proposed  law 
would  change  the  state  income 
tax  rate,  affect  languagecontained 
in  certain  tax  provisions,  and 
regulate  the  setting  of  fees  by 
state  agencies  and  authorities. 

The  proposed  law  would  set 
the  state  income  tax  rate  on  part  B 
taxable  income  (in  general  earned 
income)  at  4.25%  for  1991  and 
4.625%  for  1992,  except  for  in- 
come from  unemployment  com- 
pensation, alimony,  Massachu- 
setts bank  interest  rental  income, 
pension  and  annuity  income,  and 
IRA/Keogh  deduction  which 
would  be  taxed  at  5%. 

The  proposed  law  also  pro- 
vides that  the  fee  imposed  by  any 
state  agency  or  authority  shall  be 
no  more  than  the  fee  that  was  in 
effect  on  or  before  June  30, 1988. 
The  Secretary  of  Administration 
would  determine  the  amount  to

Weld:  Supports  tax  rollback  pe- 
tition sponsored  by  Citizens  for 
Limited  Taxation.  Would  elimi- 
nate capital  gains  tax  for  certain 
businesses.  Would  boost  invest- 
ment tax  credit  and  create  a  new 
research  and  development  tax 
credit.  Would  help  promote  Mas- 
sachusetts products  overseas. 
Would  largely  deregulate  the  auto 
insurance  and  hospital  industries.

Fornos  seeks 
support  to 
rectify 
"Global  Blunder"

Did  you  know  the  world's 
population  will  double,  to  ten  bil- 
lion, within  the  next  forty  years, 
while  adequate  agricultural  land 
and  the  amount  of  fresh  water  will 
decrease? 

Ninety  percent  of  the  popula- 
tion growth  will  occur  in  the 
poorest  countries  in  the  world. 
The  United  Nations  Population 
Fund  for  Population  Activities 
(UNFPA)  is  one  of  the  organiza- 
tions working  to  slow  the  out  of 
control  population  growth.  The 
UNFPA  is  funded  by  every  major 
industrial  nation  except  one,  the 
United  States. 

Dr.  Werner  Fornos,  an  inter- 
national population  expert  and 
former  Maryland  state  legislator, 
calls  ignoring  this  problem  "the 
ultimate  global  blunder."  Fomos 
came  to  Fitchburg  State  College 
seeking  help  in  his  attempt  to  get 
U.S.  funding  restored  to  the 
UNFPA.  Funding  was  eliminated 
by  the  Reagan  administration  in 
1986.  An  attempt  by  congress ,  to 
include  funding  to  the  United  Na- 


tions organization  in  1989  was 
stopped  by  PresidentBush  when 
he  vetoed  the  entire  $220  mil- 
lion foreign  aid  package  because 
it  included  $15  million  for  the 
UNFPA,  which  would  go  to- 
wardnon-abortion  family  plan- 
ning in  third  world  countries. 

Dr.  Fornos  is  promoting  a 
letter  writing  campaign  to  con- 
gressmen. His  hope  is  that  the 
support  for  funding  will  be  too 
great  for  President  Bush  to  veto 
again  this  year. 

Fomos  points  out  that  local  U.S . 
Representative,  Richard  E.  Neal 
has  voted  for  funding  three 
times.  Representative  Neal  is 
also  co-sponsor  of  WorldPopu- 
lation  Awareness  Week,  which 
was  observed  October  21 
through  October  27.

As  we  near  November  6th, 
Election  Day,  I  feel  it  is  my  duty 
as  your  Student  Trustee  to  im- 
plore you  to  vote.  As  your  repre- 
sentative, I  look  at  issues  with, 
your  best  interests  in  mind.  It  is  in : 
your  best  interest  to  VOTE!  This 
election  could  very  well  be  a. 
deciding  factor  in  your  future. 

Since  the  race  for  governor 
began,  much  of  the  focus  on  the 
elections  has  been  on  Question  3, 
the  Initiative  of  Citizens  for  Lim- 
ited Taxation,  more  commonly 
known  as  CLT.  This  proposal,  if 
passed,  would  roll  back  taxes  and 
fees  to  the  level  of  1988.  How- 
ever, the  deficit  and  the  state's 
budget  will  move  onto  the  1991 
level.  Quite  simply,  it  would  mean 
less  money  with  which  to  pay 
bigger  bills  -  equaling  bigger 
problems  for  Massachusetts  and 
its  citizens. 

Public  Higher  Education  has  a 
great  deal  at  stake.  Should  Ques- 
tion 3  pass  it  will  mean  the  end  of 
affordable,  higher  quality  educa- 
tion. The  Public  Higher  Educa- 
tion budget  will  be  cut  deeply. 
Whole  campuses  will  shut  down, 
many  degree  programs  will  have 
to  be  eliminated,  state  funded 
tuition  and  fees  will  increase  by 
approximately  $1500-2000,  a 
large  number  of  faculty  and  ad- 
ministrators will  lose  their  jobs, 
class  sections  will  increase  in  size 
and  be  offered  less  often.  Quali- 
fied students  will  not  have  the 
chance  to  acquire  a  college  edu- 
cation. Other  students  may  have 
to  forego  their  pursuit  of  a  college 
degree  due  to  the  added  expenses . 
Be  aware  that  Public  Higher 
Education  will  not  suffer  alone 
should  Question  3  pass.  All  serv- 
ices provided  by  the  state  will 
undergo  severe  budget  cuts. 
Thousands  of  jobs  will  be  lost, 
thousands  of  truly  needy  people 
will  greatly  suffer.  If  you  have 
paid  attention  to  the  recent  budget 
cuts  in  state  government,  youhave 
seen  successful  community  pro- 
grams dissolved.  Veteran  homes 
closed,  hundreds  of  state  workers 
laid  off,  and  Public  Higher  Edu- 
cation budget  cuts,  again  and 
again.  This  is  all  before  the  elec- 
tions. If  Question  3  were  to  pass 
this  would  only  be  the  beginning 
of  the  cuts  that  would  have  to  be 
implemented. 

The  actual  savings  to  the  indi- 
vidual taxpayer  would  be  mini- 
mal, especially  when  compared 
to  the  tremendous  loss  the  state  of 
Massachusetts  would  experience. 
If  you  feel  that  everything  I 
have  just  mentioned  does  not  ef- 
fect you  or  your  family  and  friends 
in  some  way,  if  you  feel  that  the 
passing  of  Question  3  will  have 
no  impact  on  yourlife,  think  about 
this:  if  your  house  was  being 
robbed  or  on  fire,  the  response 
time  of  the  police  and  fire  depart- 
ments would  be  slow,  most  likely 
too  slow  to  catch  that  burglar  or  to 
save  your  home  from  burning  to 
the  ground,  because  they  too,  will 


under  go  extensive  budget  cuts. 
At  least  one  thing  I  have  men- 
tioned will  effect  you  in  some 
way.  That  is  why  I  urge  you  to 
educate  yourself  on  the  referen- 
dum questions  and  the  policies  of 
the  candidates.  Think  carefully 
about  your  choices .  Most  impor- 
tantly,  vote  onNovember  6th,  and . 
VOTE  NO  ON  QUESTION  3! 
The  future  of  Massachusetts  may 
depend  on  it!

TEN  REASONS  WHY  TO

1.  The  Campaign  for  Massa- 
chusetts Future,  the  group  cre- 
ated by  the  government  for  the 
sole  purpose  of  defeating  CLT, 
has  a  budget  of  $3.5  million. 
Where  is  it  getting  this  money? 
From  the  contributions  of  state 
unions.  Where  do  the  state  un- 
ions get  their  money?  You 
guessed  it. .  .from  our  back  pock- 
ets. Whether  or  not  you  support 
the  CLT  petition  is  irrelevant, 
you  still  have  to  pay  for  the 
people  who  oppose  it. 

2.  Currently,  the  Campaign  for 
Massachusetts  Future  has  been 
placing  "Vote  No  on  Question 
3"  bumperstickers,  buttons  and 
pamphlets  on  every  type  of 
public  utility  they  can  find. 
Would  you  believe  that  that's 
illegal?  Chapter  55  of  the  State 
Bylaws  restricts  the  use  of  pub- 
lic property  and  the  use  of  tax- 
payer money  to  sway  a  ballot 
question.  Not  only  is  the  Cam- 
paign for  Massachusetts  Future 
illegally  spending  your  money, 
they're  also  breaking  the  law. 

3.  The  state  has  gone  from  a 
budget  of  $6  billion  dollars  in 
fiscal  1982  to  a  $13.7  billion 
dollar  budget  in  fiscal  1991. 
Now  try  and  tell  me  that  every 
penny  of  that  $7.7  billion  dollar 
increase  was  well  spent 

4.  Over  150  of  every  10,000 
Massachusetts'  citizens  works 
for  the  state.  That  is  almost  33% 
more  state  employees  than  any 
other  state  in  the  U.S.  And  you 
wonder  where  your  tax  money 
is  going? 

5.  Over  the  last  three  years, 
Massachusetts  is  the  only  state 
in  the  U.S.  to  have  three  succes- 
sive tax  increases  of  over  a  bil- 
lion dollars  each  year.  Amaz- 
ing. 


6.  Massachusetts  has  the  highest 
number  of  fees  in  the  U.S.  Pe- 
riod. 

7.  In  1989,  Governor  Michael 
Dukakis  withheld  over  200  mil- 
lion tax  dollars  of  local  aid  ille- 
gally from  cities  and  towns,  being 
forced  to  return  it  to  the  Supreme 
Court.  For  some  reason,  the  gov- 
ernment in  this  state  thinks  that 
the  tax  money  they  receive  from 
the  citizens  is  rightfully  theirs  to 
do  with  as  they  please.  The  CLT 
petition,  if  anything,  will  remind 
state  government  who  actually 
runs  this  state. 

8.  Many,  many  state  employees 
will  receive,  upon  retirement,  a 
pension  of  over  2/3rd's  their  final 
salary.  This  money,  of  course, 
will  be  provided  by  the  taxpayers 
of  the  Commonwealth. 

9.  TheBostonGlobe'sSpotlight 
Team  conducted  a  seven  month 
survey  on  the  state  of  the  judicial 
system  in  the  Commonwealth. 
Their  conclusion...A  number  of 
judges  that  work  for  the  state 
take  regular  half  days  off,  all 
while  earning  over  80,000  dol- 
lars per  year  of  our  tax  money. 
Not  to  mention,  that  the  state 
judiciary  court  is  backlogged 
from  18  months  to  several  years 
in  trials.  Does  this  define  quick 
and  effective  justice? 

10.  While  the  state  began  to  slip 
into  economic  chaos  last  year, 
the  State  House  purchased  a 
$100,000  clock  to  sit  in  the  con- 
ference room  of  the  State  House. 
Royalty,  I  presume? 


I  have  recently  graduated 
from  FSC  and  I  am  presently 
attending  Salem  State  College  as 
a  full  time  student  in  order  to 
further  my  education.  I  believe 
that  there  has  been  agreatdealof 
false  information  promoted  to  the 
schools  about  CLT.  I  have  com- 
piled this  information  in  favor  of 
Question  3,  and  I  hope  it  will 
prove  beneficial  to  those  who  are 
interested. 

The  CLT  (Citizens  for  Lim- 
ited Taxation)  petition  has  been 
put  on  the  November  ballot  to 
free  the  Massachusetts  citizens 
from  the  shackles  of  state  gov- 
ernment. It  will  roll  all  of  the  fees 
and  tax  packages  that  have  been 
burdened  upon  us,  back  to  the 
fiscal  1988  standards.  It  will  also 
move  the  income  tax  to  4.25% 
for  18  months,  after  the  state 
government  approved  a  "tempo- 
rary" increase  in  income  tax  over 
a  year  and  a  half  ago,  at  which  it 
wassetat5.75%.

Where? 

Here  we  go:  First  of  all,  since 
Dukakis  came  in,  the  number  of 
state  government  employees  has 
risen  over  20%.  The  citizens  of 
the  Commonwealth  have  to  vote 
in  a  legislature  that  will  go 
through  the  entire  list  of  state 
employees,  let  alone  the  entire 
budget  of  Massachusetts,  and 
!  cut  around  20%  of  the  work 
force. 

Anyone  who  reads  Howie 
Carr  in  the  Boston  Herald,  knows 
that  there  are  babysitters  on  state 
payroll  making  up  to  $1400  a 
week,  and  ex-cons  making  even 
more  than  that.  We  need  some- 
one who  will  make  cuts  where 
cuts  should  be  made. 

Secondly,  the  lottery  depart- 
ment retains  40%  of  the  mone- 
tary prize  of  the  ticket  sales  and 
returns  60%  to  the  winners), 
where  as  in  other  states  50%  is 
returned.  If  we  moved  the  state 
government's  take  up  to  50%  in 
Massachusetts,  we  would  save 
over  $100  million  for  our  state. 
There  you  go. 

Third,  there  has  to  be  a  vast 
overhaul  on  state  pensions. 
Democrat  George  Kevarian  is 
going  to  receive  a  $55,000  dol- 
lar a  year  pension  when  he  re- 
tires from  state  employment, 
with  the  money  coming  out  of 
our  pockets.  The  average  tax- 
payer in  the  Commonwealth  has 
to  rely  on  social  security  and 
very  little,  if  any  pension.  Who 
made  them  holier  than  thou? 
Cuts  have  to  be  made. 

Fourth,  Massachusetts  is  third 
in  the  U.S.  for  the  number  of 
socialservicesitprovides.  Now, 
I  can't  give  you  specific  ex- 
amples of  this  one,  but  as  an 
American  citizen,  these  are  the 
words  that  we  have  to  live  by: 
The  government  that  governs 
least,  governs  best.  Having  the 
third  largest  amount  of  social 
services  in  the  U.S.  gives  the 
government  that  much  more 
control  over  us,  the  taxpayers. 
Cutting  our  budget  by  $1.7 
billion  dollars  may  be  difficult, 
but  remember  the  "Massachu- 
setts Miracle."  Our  lifestyle  was 
pretty  damn  good  in  1986,  with 
a  budget  half  the  size  of  what  we 
have  today.  We  need  a  governor 
and  a  legislature  who  can  make 
the  cuts  in  the  right  places,  and 
save  the  taxpayers  money. 

Fifth,  speaking  of  legislature, 
do  you  know  how  much  the  av- 
erage member  of  the  legislature 
makes  a  year  in  Massachusetts? 
$30,000.  Do  you  know  how 
much  the  average  member  of 
the  legislature  makes  a  year  in 
New  Hampshire?  $500.  (Oh, 
and  about  the  argument  that  if 
we  don't  pay  them,  they  won't 
run,  what  state  has  the  largest 
standing  legislature  in  the  U.S.? 
New  Hampshire.) 
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The  CLT  petition  does  not 
specify  where  the  cuts  will  be 
made.  The  predictions  you  are 
reading  of  how  disastrous  it  will 
be  to  the  schools,  local  aid,  and 
human  services  are  otherwise 
known  as  scare  tactics. 

Why  do  you  think  Mike 
Dukakis  cut  human  services  dras- ' 
tically?  Because  it  hurts.  Why 
do  you  think  he  cut  higher  edu- 
cation and  local  aid?  Because  it 
hurts.  Did  Dukakis  ever  decide 
to  make  cuts  in  the  places  that  I 
have  pointed  out?  No.  Why? 
Two  reasons.  First,  he  wants  to 
scare  the  people  into  voting 
against  the  CLT  petition  by  say- 
ing that  this  is  where  the  cuts  will 
be  made  if  it  passes.  Dukakis 
wants  to  have  the  freedom  to 
raise  taxes  through  the  roof,  a 
freedom  he  will  have  if  CLT 
doesn't  pass.  (Don't  look  for 
any  comfort  from  John  Silber, 
should  he  be  elected  Governor. 
While  at  Boston  University,  Sil- 
ber increased  tuition  by  over 
600%  and  said  that  he  will  double 
state  college  tuition  if  he  is 
elected.)  Second,  Dukakis  wants 
to  gain  support  for  the  Presiden- 
tial election  in  1992.  Howcanhe 
run  if  he  doesn't  receive  money 
from  his  friends,  the  judges,  con- 
sultants, and  political  cronies 
whom  we  support  on  the  state 
payroll. 

Do  you  know  what  the  state 
government  did  after  they  read 
the  Globe's  spotlight  series  on 
the  Judicial  system  and  its  abus- 
ers? They  slapped  the  abusers 
on  the  wrist  and  said,  "Don't  do 
it  again."  Is  this  justice? 

Do  you  know  that  while  dras- 
tically cutting  schools  and  hu- 
man services  in  fiscal  1991,  the 
government  has  cut  less  than  1  % 
of  their  work  force. 

Do  you  know  that  a  report 
from  Lieutenant  Governor  Eve- 
lyn Murphy's  office  published 
in  the  9/27/90  Boston  Herald, 
stated  that  state  government's 
spending  has  gone  up  by  $55.3 
million  dollars  this  year,  while 
the  cuts  in  local  aid,  human  serv- 
ices, and  higher  education  keep 
right  on  "a-comin'?" 

Voting  no  on  Question  3 
would  be  like  giving  the  state 
government  a  blank  check.  As  it 
is,  the  third  of  the  one  billion 
plus  tax  increases,  will  begin  in 
January.  If  you  think  you  are 
having  a  tough  time  getting  by 
now,  it's  going  to  be  drastically 
worse  in  three  months.  If  CLT 
doesn't  pass,  the  state  govern- 
ment will  keep  on  over-spend- 
ing, the  budget  will  keep  grow- 
ing, the  state  payroll  will  rise, 
and  the  taxation  on  Massachu- 
setts' citizens  will  be  so  over- 
whelming ,  that  people  will  move 
out  in  droves.  Bankruptcy  would 
shortly  follow. 

The  proof  is  in  the  pudding. 
CLT  is  our  weapon  against  state 
government.  However,  it  is  not 
our  only  weapon.  We  have 
Question  1,  2,  and  5.  CLT  is 
effective,  but  its  effectiveness 
would  be  doubled  should  these 
questions  pass  as  well. 

Question  5  would  increase 
the  local  aid  given  to  cities  and 


towns  from  31%  to  40%.  That 
would  totally  throw  off  the  De- 
partment of  Revenue's  illegal  study 
on  the  devastating  effects  the  pas- 
sage of  the  CLT  petition  would 
have  on  local  aid'.^. 

Question  2  would  limit  the 
number  of  private  "consultants" 
the  state  can  hire.  In  other  words, 
it  would  limit  the  amount  of  con- 
sultants that  can  go  on  the  state 
payroll,  and  less  taxes  for  us. 
What's  wrong  with  that? 

Question  1  would  get  rid  of  the 
Massachusetts  population  census, 
a  poll  taken  once  every  ten  years, 
where  the  state  shelves  out  $10 
million  dollars  of  taxpayers'  money 
to  inaccurately  tell  us  how  many 
people  live  in  Massachusetts.  The 
government  has  census  takers 
doing  the  same  job,  and  virtually 
every  other  state  has  dropped  their 
own.  Why  not  us? 

Remember  this:  the  people  who 
are  bringing  you  the  CLT  petition 
are  the  same  ones  who  brought  you 
proposition  2  1/2,  or  the  law  that 
caps  the  increase  in  property  tax  by 
no  more  than  2  1/2%  of  the  previ- 
ous year.  If  2  1/2  had  not  passed, 
do  you  know  what  would  have 
happened?  Where  now  you  may 
be  paying  up  to  $2,500  on  property 
taxes  annually,  if  it  didn't  pass, 
you  would  have  to  double  that. 

Okay,  in  a  hypothetical  sense, 
let's  assume  Question  3  does  not 
pass.  What  happens?  Taxes  go 
through  the  roof.  People  move  out 
of  the  state.  Our  bonds  drop  to 
junk  bond  status.  That  brings  me 
to  yet  another  point.  The  Cam- 
paign for  Massachusetts  Future's 
strongest  argument  is  that  our 
bonds  will  go  to  junk  bond  status  if 
the  CLT  petition  does  pass.  Look 
at  it  this  way,  If  Question  3  and 
Question  5  both  pass,  the  govern- 
ment would  be  forced  to  cut  the 
state  budget  down  from  $13.7  to 
$12  billion  dollars,  while  also  in- 
creasing the  percentage  of  tax 
money  that  goes  to  cities  and  towns . 
In  other  words,  we  would  cut  their 
allowance  and  raise  their  bills. 

Right  now,  all  of  America  is 
turning  their  eyes  toward  Massa- 
chusetts to  see  if  CLT  passes. 
We're  talking  about  a  revolution 
of  the  people  against  the  govern- 
ment. If  CLT  does  pass,  and  the 
cuts  are  made  in  the  right  places, 
businesses  in  other  states  will  take 
note  of  what  has  happened  and 
invest  in  the  new  Massachusetts. 
If  CLT  doesn'  t  pass,  taxes  will  rise 
and  people  will  move  out.  What 
business  in  their  right  mind  would 
take  a  chance  on  investing  in  a 
state  that  is  near  bankruptcy? 
Hence,  junk  bond  status. 

The  CLT  petition  is  the  Massa- 
chusetts citizens  telling  the  gov- 
ernment that  the  government  is  too 
big.  The  reason  that  the  United 
States  signed  the  Declaration  of 
Independence  on  July  4, 1776,  was 
because  they  were  tired  of  being 
overtaxed  by  the  English,  and  they 
were  tired  of  being  controlled  by  a 
big  government.  It  seems  that 
we've  come  full  circle,  and  our 
state  government  represents  Eng- 
land. Thomas  Jefferson  once  said 
that  a  revolution  every  25  years  is 
necessary  for  the  U.S.  to  retain  its 
freedom.  I  think  we're  overdue, 
don't  you?

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The  origin  of  Halloween

Where  did  Halloween  originate? 
Thename  Halloween  is  taken  from 
the  Christian  holy  day,  All  Hal- 
lows Eve.  However,  the  customs 
associated  with  Halloween  came 
from  pre-Christian  times. 

The  ancient  Druids  celebrated 
the  feast  of  Sam  an,  Lordof  Death, 
on  November  1st.  At  midnight, 
Saman  called  up  the  souls  of  all 
the  departed.  The  date  of  Novem- 
ber 1st  was  chosen  because  it 
signified  the  beginning  of  winter, 
which  meant  the  season  of  evil 
spirits  to  the  Druids.  That  night, 
the  witches,  demons,  and  evil 
spirits  would  roam  the  earth  cele- 
brating the  arrival  of  their  season 
by  frightening,  harming  and  play- 
ing tricks  on  the  Druids. 

There  were  only  two  ways  the 
Druids  could  avoid  the  persecu- 
tions of  these  demons.  One  way 
was  to  offer  them  dainty  foods 
and  sweets  or  to  disguise  them- 
selves as  creatures  and  roam  the 
streets  along  with  them.  This 
custom  is  the  basis  on  which  we 
celebrate  Halloween  today. 


Halloween  symbols  includ- 
ing black  cats,  ghosts,  demons, 
witches,  jack  o'lantems  and  the 
colors  of  black  and  orange  rep- 
resent the  mood  of  the  holiday. 
Black  cats  are  identified  with 
witchcraft  and  the  dark  realms 
of  the  devil.  In  Christianity, 
black  cats  are  associated  with 
laziness  and  lust  -  traits  of  Sa- 
tan. Ghosts  are  night  wanderers 
thatrepresentdeceit.  Pumpkins 
usually  have  faces  painted  on  or 
cut  out  of  them  to  scare  the  spir- 
its aw  ay.  Witches  are  thought  to 
collaborate  with  the  devil  and 
they  have  a  ritual  called  the 
Witches'  Sabbath  Festival, 
where  they  feast,  dance,  and  cre- 
ate mischief.  The  colors  black 
and  orange  are  believed  to  rep- 
resent death,  fear,  hideousness, 
fire,  flame  and  lust.

How  to  slash  your 
phonebill

It's  twelve  noon  and  you  pop 
your  mailbox  door  open,  reach  in 
and  find  the  dreaded  phone  bill.  It 
never  fails,  every  time  your  down 
to  your  last  buck,  the  trusty  phone 
company  is  out  to  put  you  in  debt. 
It's  a  well  known  fact  that  stu- 
dents are  poor.  We  have  to  pay  for 
tuition, books, meal  plans,  clothes, 
pizzas  and  parties.  The  last  thing 
we  want  to  spend  our  money  on  is 
an  outrageously  high  phone  bill. 

Here  are  some  suggestions  to 
keep  your  phone  bills  within  a 
reasonable  range.  Keep  an  empty 
coffee  can,  or  better  yet  a  safe 
with  a  combination  lock  by  the 
phone,  try  to  estimate  the  cost  of 
the  call  and  donate  the  approxi- 
mated amount.

Eric  Johnson,  solo  artist  incog- 
nito, has  been  amazing  audiences 
since  he  was  15  years  old  with  the 
now  defunct  "Electromagnets." 
Being  a  native  of  Austin,  Texas, 
Johnson  has  been  accepted  in  his 
neighborhood  as  guitar  extraordinare, 
winning  the  city  VBestRocklnstru- 
mental  of  the  Year"  in  1986,  and 
"Best  Acoustic  Guitarist"  for  six  years 
straight.  So  the  question  comes  up  as 
to  why  Eric  Johnson,  the  guitar  hero 
from  the  dry  lands  of  Texas,  is  not  on 
the  tip  of  every  musical  appreciator'  s 
tongue?  My  answer  is  his  unortho- 
dox approach  to  his  craft  as  well  as 
the  music  industry. 

His  new  second  LP  titled,"  Ah  Via 
Musicom"  is  a  change  Johnson  takes 
in  stride.  He  explained  his  view  of 
music  in  arecentCapitol  RecordsBi- 
ography .  "I  like  there  to  be  continuity 
in  the  recording,  but  feel  it's  impor- 
tant to  give  every  song  a  particular 


character."  Johnson  went  on  to 
say  that,"  I  think  it's  more  inter- 
esting to  do  an  album  that  goes 
on  a  little  adventure."  Indeed  the 
"Ah  Via  Musicom"  LP  does  just 
that.  As  well  as  utilizing  his  sing- 
ing guitar  as  his  focal  point, 
Johnson  does  have  a  polished 
voice  with  a  bit  of  dust  in  it.  The 
marriage  of  his  vocals  and  guitar 
is  evident  on  such  songs  as  the 
country  coercion  "Steve's 
Boogie"  to  the  Pop  progressive 
charts  "Desert  Rose"  and  'Trade- 
mark." Johnson  also  reveals  a 
softer,  more  mellow  melodic 
style  on  tunes  such  as  "Forty 
Mile  Town"  and  "East  West". 

Eric  Johnson  definitely  knows 
who  the  right  musicians  are.  On 
this  album  he  uses  such  repu- 
table talents  as  Tommy  Taylor 
playing  melodic  drums,  Kyle 
Brock  and  Roscoe  Beck  on  bass, 
and  synthesist  SteveBarber.  You 
won't  find  huge  Marshall  amp 
stacks  in  Johnson's  sessions,  He 


plays  the  same  console  that  Chet 
Atkin  used,  a  fenbar.  One  of  the 
reasons  Johnson  is  known  for  his 
incredible  production,  sound, 
dexterity,  and  variety  is  his  14 
hour  work  days.  "I  had  the  luxury 
to  do  a  lot  of  experimenting  and 
hone  in  to  get  the  right  thing  on 
tape,  but  I  wanted  to  sound  live, 
plus  have  the  expertise  of  a  good 
studio  recording,"  Johnson  ex- 
plained, reaffirming  his  dedica- 
tion to  perfection. 

Li  Eric  Johnson's  music  you 
can  hear  Hendrix  and  even  the 
melodic  Jeff  Beck,  but  Johnson 
seasons  this  base  with  his  own 
unique  rich  texture  of  melody  and 
dissonance.  He  has  made  his 
rounds  and  finally  has  the  chance 
to  perform  his  own  material.  I 
emphasize  the  word  perform  be- 
cause "Ah  Via  Musicom"  makes 
you  feel  like  you  are  at  an  arena 
listening  to  his  incredible  musi- 
cian-man-ship. Check  him  out

There  is  undoubtedly  a  decline 
in  television  programming  today.

by  Initiative  Petition  Changing 
Requirements  for  Political  Par- 
ties and  Candidates 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  sum- 
marized below,  on  which  no  vote 
was  taken  by  the  Senate  or  House  of 
Representatives  before  May  2, 
1990? 

Summary:  This  proposed  law 
would  change  the  state  election  laws 
governing  the  establishment  of 
political  parties  and  the  nomination 
of  candidates. 

The  proposed  law  would  allow 
voters  to  register  under  a  political 
designation  other  than  "Independ- 
ent" and  in  addition  to  the  two  po- 
litical parties  previously  recognized 
by  law,  (Republican  or  Democrat) 
if  at  least  fifty  voters  request  to  be 
permitted  to  do  so.  It  would  allow 
any  group  to  qualify  as  a  political 
party  under  Massachusetts  law  if  at 
least  one  percent  of  the  total  num- 
ber of  registered  voters  register  to 
vote  using  that  groups  political  des  - 
ignation,  or  if  at  least  three  percent 
of  the  votes  cast  at  the  preceding 
election  of  any  statewide  office, 
were  cast  under  a  candidate  run- 
ning under  that  group's  political 
designation. 

The  proposed  law  would  set  the 
minimum  number  of  signatures 


needed  on  independent  or  minor 
party  nomination  papers  for  state 
office  atone-half  of  one  percent  (1/ 
2%)  of  the  entire  vote  cast  in  the 
previous  state  election  for  governor 
(as  compared  to  2%  as  of  1989), 
and  would  also  establish  this  num- 
ber of  signatures  as  the  upper  limit 
needed  formajority  candidates.  The 
proposed  law  would  also  permit 
voters  to  sign  the  nomination  pa- 
pers of  any  number  of  candidates 
for  the  same  office,  would  require 
that  all  blank  forms  to  be  used  for 
nomination  papers  and  initiative  and 
referendum  petitions  be  no  more 
than  8  1/2"  by  14"  in  size,  and 
would  allow  signatures  to  be  col- 
lected on  exact  copies  of  those 
forms. 

WHAT  YOUR  VOTE  WILL  DO: 
A  YES  vote  would  change  the 
legal  requirements  for  establishing 
new  political  parties  and  for  nomi- 
nating certain  candidates.

Question  Five:  Law  Proposed  by 
Initiative  Petition  Allocating 
State  Aid  to  Cities  and  Towns 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  sum- 


marized below,  on  which  no  vote 
was  taken  by  the  Senate  or  House  of 
Representatives  before  May  2, 
1990? 

Summary:  This  proposed  law 
would  regulate  the  distribution  to 
cities  and  towns  of  the  Local  Aid 
Fund,  which  consists  of  at  least 
40%  of  the  revenue  generated  by 
the  State  income,  sales  and  corpo- 
rate taxes,  as  well  as  the  balance  of 
the  State  Lottery  Fund. 

Subject  to  appropriation  by  the 
legislature,  the  State  Treasurer 
would  distribute  the  Local  Aid  Fund 
to  cities  and  towns  on  a  quarterly 
basis,  and  each  city  or  town  would 
receive  at  least  the  same  amount  of 
local  aid  it  received  in  the  previous 
year  unless  the  Local  Aid  Fund  de- 
creases. 

In  fiscal  year  1992,  if  there  has 
been  any  increase  over  the  fiscal 
year  1 989  fund,  half  of  the  increase 
would  be  distributed  in  accordance 
with  the  formula  used  for  the  fiscal 
year  1989,  and  half  would  be  dis- 
tributed to  each  city  and  town  in 
proportion  to  its  population. 

In  each  year  after  1992,  if  the 
fund  increases,  the  excess  would  be 
distributed  through  a  formula  de- 
vised by  the  State  Secretary  of 
Adminislration  and  Finance,  with 


the  ad v  ise  and  consent  of  the  Local 
Government  Advisory  Commit- 
tee. If  the  fund  decreases  after 
1992  each  town  or  city  will  have 
the  amount  it  receives  decreased 
by  the  same  percentage. 

This  proposed  law  also  re- 
quires that  the  Treasurer  publish 
an  annual  report  about  the  Local 
Aid  Fund,  that  the  state  Auditor 
publish  an  annual  audit  of  the 
Account,  and  that  the  Secretary  of 
Administration  and  Finance  issue 
to  each  city  and  town  an  estimate 
of  the  funds  it  will  receive  from 
the  Local  Aid  Fund. 

Each  city  or  town  would  be 
allowed  to  bring  a  lawsuit  to  force 
distribution  of  the  account,  and 
would  be  entitled  to  a  late  pay- 
ment fee  if  distribution  is  not 
timely.

Summary:  The  Legislature  has 
placed  this  question  on  the  ballet 
in  order  to  determine  whether  the 
people  favor  or  oppose  requiring 
radio  and  television  broadcast  out- 
lets to  give  free  and  equal  time  to 
all  certified  candidates  for  public 
office  tin  the  commonwealth.  The 
vote  on  this  question  is  advisory 
and  does  not  establish  law  nor 
bind  the  Legislature. 
WHATYOURVOTEWILLDO:

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Avoid  date  rape

You're  walking  down  North 
S  treet  at  midnight,  when  suddenly 
some  psychopathic  freak  leaps 
from  the  bushes ,  pushes  you  down 
and  forces  sex  on  you.  This  is 
everyone's  vision  of  rape. 

But  what  if  you  go  to  a  keg 
party  and  see  some  cute  guy  there. 
You  say  "hi"  to  him,  and  later  that 
night  when  you're  ready  to  leave, 
he  offers  to  walk  you  home.  You 
accept,  and  when  you  get  there  he 
walks  you  upstairs  and  into  your 
room.  Next  thing  youknow,  he's 
making  a  pass  at  you.  You  know 
you  don't  want  this,  but  you  can't 
resist,  and  he  goes  to  far. 

Or  what  about  the  guy  you've 
been  dating  for  two  weeks  now? 
One  night  he  comes  on  a  little 
stronger  than  you  expected  or 
wanted  him  to,  but  he  tells  you  to 
trust  him  and  that  whathe's  doing 
is  "no  big  deal". 

Are  these  examples  of  rape? 
They  most  definitely  are,  and  it  is 
this  type  of  "acquaintance"  or 
"date"  rape  that  is  the  most  com- 
mon on  college  campuses  today. 
If  you're  a  woman  and  have  had 
sex  against  your  will  or  without 
consent,  then  you've  been  raped, 
plain  and  simple. 

The  fact  is,  in  a  recent  study,  it 
was  found  that  92%  of  all  rape 
victims  between  the  ages  of  15-25 
knew  their  assailants.  Yet  even 
though  all  acquaintance  rapes 
cannot  be  avoided,  knowledge  may 


be  the  key  in  avoiding  many  of 
them.  Knowing  the  warning  signs 
and  how  to  react  to  them  may  best 
help  you  escape  a  dangerous  situ- 
ation. 
Some  key  points  to  remember  are: 

*  Don't  give  mixed  messages.  Be 
clear  and  assertive  with  your  sexual 
intentions. 

*  Avoid  secluded  pi  aces  where  you 
could  possibly  be  put  in  a  compro- 
mising situation. 

*  Always  be  fully  aware  of  your 
environment  and  the  situation 
you're  in. 

This  last  step  may  be  most  crucial, 
says  Counseling  Services  Sharon 
Sarno-Barbanelle.  "You  should 
always  be  aware  of  where  you  are 
and  what  your  doing,"  Sarno-Bar- 
banelle stated,  "and  alcohol  can 
impair  your  judgment.  A  lot  of 
times,  people  go  out,  get  drunk  and 
have  sex  without  consent.  That  is 
date  rape." 

Let's  say  you  take  all  these  pre- 
cautions and  he  still  won't  let  up. 
Trust  your  gut  feelings  and  get  out 
of  there.  Don't  compromise  your 
principles  just  to  avoid  an  unpleas- 
ant confrontation  or  argument. 

If  you  are  raped,  campus  policy 
is  to  report  it  to  Public  Safety  first, 
who  will  then  refer  you  to  Health 
Services  and  finally  Counseling 
Services.  There  have  been  no  rapes 
reported  this  year,  but  this  is  not 
uncommon. 

"I  think  the  reason  most  people 
don 't  report  it  (date  rape)  is  because 
they  're  not  sure  it  was  actually  rape," 
Sarno-B  arbanelle  said.

"Very  seldom  do  we,  at  Counseling 
Services  see  someone  report  a  rape 
immediately,"  she  commented. 
"They  may  be  raped  freshmen  year 
and  say  nothing  until  they're  under 
pressure  from  other  areas... during 
finals  or  senior  year,  and  then  they'll 
come  talk  to  us." 

People  who  are  victimized  may 
often  feel  that  it  was  partially  their 
fault.  This  mistake  in  judgment  can 
make  a  lot  of  women  keep  this 
particular  type  of  assault  to  them- 
selves. 

The  best  thing  to  do,  should  you 
be  raped,  is  to  talk  to  someone, 
anyone,  about  it.  Here  at  Fitchburg 
State,  several  programs  are  offered 
to  help  victims  deal  with  "date" 
rape  as  well  as  other  crimes  of  vio- 
lence. 

Counseling  Services,  located  on 
the  third  floor  of  the  Hammond 
building,  offers  a  "crisis  time"  be- 
tween 2:00-3:15  daily,  for  those 
who  need  immediate  attention. 
Appointments  and  outside  referrals 
can  also  be  made  at  their  office. 
Students  Against  Violent  Encoun- 
ters (SAVE)  is  another  group  that 
raises  awareness  of  all  types  of 
violence  on  campus,  including  rape, 
and  can  be  contacted  through  Coun- 
seling Services. 

If  you  can't  go  to  a  stranger  to 
discuss  this  type  of  personal  viola- 
tion, at  least  talk  to  a  friend.  Rape, 
especially"date"rape,is  something 
no  one  should  live  through  alone.
